Therefore, 1 
o’clock New York time now is 8 o'clock Berlin time.

LONDON, May 4.—The House of Com- 
mons tonight passed the second reading 
of the Military Service bill for immedi- 
ate general military compulsion. A mo- 
tion by Richard D. Holt, Radical, to re- 
ject the bill was previously. defeated, 328 
to 36. 

Speaking on the motion to reject the 
Military Service bill, David Lloyd 
George; Minister of Munitions, said in 
the House of Commons today that he 
would rather be driven out of the Lib- 
eral Party, even out of political life 
altogether, than have upon his con- 
science the responsibility of refusinig the 
demands of the military authorities for 
men, which might make all the differ- 
ence between defeat and victory. 

Those who asserted that if the war 
lasted until 1917 the nation could not 
“stay the course’’. were both inaccu- 
rate and injudicious. He had consulted 
the leading financiers of the country 
and they had not the least hesitation 
in affirming that, however long the war 
lasted, It could outstay anything Ger- 
many could do, but in any case it was 
wise to apply its full power forthwith.

Russia had completed her equipment so 
as to employ her immense reserves of 
men it was essential that France and 
Great Britain: put every available man 
in the field.

James Mark Sullivan became most 
widely known in this country during the 
investigation of his career: from 1913 to 
1915 as Minister to Santo Domingo, an 
investigation which resulted in his resig- 
fiation after an unfavorable report on 
his conduct had been made by Senator 
Phelan, who conducted the investiga- 
tion. 

The most serious charges were allega- 
tions that he sacrificed the interests of 
the island. to work in the interests of 
the Banco Nacional financiers, seeking 
control of contracts, concessions, and 
deposits, with exploitation and develop- 
ment schemes amounting to more than 
$100,000,000. No direct. proof was 
brought to support these charges, but 
the testimony at the hearing refulted 
in a verdict that Sullivan was “ unfit.” 
One of the details of the testimony was 
that Sullivan, in hig undershirt, met 
visiting diplomats, and that, at the in- 
stance of William J. Bryan, then Secre- 
tary of State, he made various unfit 
appointments. Creditors testified of the 
Minister’s unpaid personal debts. The 
most sénsational feature of the testi- 
mony was the introduction of a letter 


from Secretary Bryan to Receiver Gen- 
eral Vick of the Dominion Customs, 
which said:

All Attempts to Capture the Con- 
stabulary Barracks by Force 
Were Repulsed. 


LONDON, May 4.—The story of the 
uprising in Enniscorthy is similar to 
that in Dublin, but it was carried out 
on a smaller scale. At 2 o’clock Thurs: 
day morning 200 Sinn Feiners seized the 
Athenaeum, one of thé principal build- 
ings of tha town and cohverted it into 

a headquarters for the insurgent staff, 
‘while other forces guarded and pa- 
trolled all thé thotoughfarés. 

At 6 é’clock ammunition. was served 
out to the rebel recruits and the re- 
publican flag was hoisted on headquar- 
‘ters. The telegraph and téléephone lines 
were cut and the railway tracks torn 
up, thus severing communication with 
the dutside world. A proclamation was 
issued that the town was in thé hands 
of the republican forces. All the public 
nouses were closed anid Business was 
stopped, excépt the bakeries and such 
work as was required for the rebels.

Berlin. Reports Abandonment of 
Policy Russia Followed. 


BERLIN, May 4, (by Wireless to Say- 
ville.)

QUESTIONED BY A JUROR 

One_of Three Qetienns on Trial Says 

Co-Defendant Had Author- 
itles “‘on Jump.” 


The second day of the defense in the 
trial of Robert Fay, Walter Scholz, and. 
Paul Daeche for conspiring to sink 
steamers carrying munitions to the Al- 
Mies by placing. bombs. on them, ended 
yesterday with Daeche on the witness 


Istand. Fay and Scholz have told their 


stories. The former has declared that 
he was really working on a naval, bomb 
he wanted to have patented, and that he 
told ‘‘ yarns” to the police after his 
arrest because he thought ‘they would 
be better pleased with mystery than 
with the truth. : ; : . 

Scholz, on the witness stand during 
most of the afternoon, frankly said that 
Fay was the chief in the éntire affair, 
and. that while their ‘business had been 
legitimate he had told untrue stories to 
the police and to Chief Flynn, head of 
the Secret Service. ‘The latter he de- 
scribed as an affable. gentleman who 
Was more pleased when his) questions 
were answered in the way he desired. 
In the telling of these stories, he said, 
he was guided by Fay, who sometimes 
directed his answers by a wink or a nod, 

Scholz -began his story by saying he 
Was an architect, and that he had been 
employed as such, as draftsman, and as 
a farmer since he came to this country 
in October, 1911. He told how Fay after 
his arrival engaged him at $25 a week 
to assist him in work upon an automo-' 
bile invention. Later, under cross-ex- 
amination, he admitted that his knowl- 
edge of this invention was vague, and 
that Fay, who had been backed finan- 
cially to carry ‘on the work, had done 
nothing about it so far as he knew, and 
that even the plans for the alleged in- 
vention had disappeared. 

In corroboration of the story told by 
Fay the witness said the latter had told 
him he suspected trouble when trini- 
trotoluol which was to have been sent 


to a garage was delive at their house 
in Union Hills.. 

One of the jury at least was keehly 
interested in the testimony of Scholz 
that Fay, disgusted with the failure to 
interest capital in his bomb invention, 
told him in disgust to “‘ throw the whole 
thing overboard."’ By ‘‘‘whole thing ”’ 
Fay referred to the boxes and the 
mechanism that make up the infernal 
machines and which are now part of 
the Government’s exhibits in the case. 
Scholz said that instead of complying 
with the order, which he knew Fay did 
not mean, he placed the machinery in 
storage. 


Juror Questions Scholz. 


Juror No. 10, Matthew G, “Ely, asked 
the witness why he had done this, -and 
Scholz explained that he knew the 
mechanism was valuable and that the 
wheels and gears could be used for 


some other purpose. He could not ex- 
plain very well, as storage costs ac- 
cording to bulk, why he had not thrown 


ed | away the heavy boxes and other value- 


less parts before sending the parts to 
— It was all done in a hurry, he 


At one point in the procedings Fay 
wanted to ask Scholz a question. Judge 
Howe told him to ask it through coun- 
sel, but Mr. Unger, his attorney, did 
mot ‘think it advisable to put the ques- 


on. 

Fay told him, Scholz said, that he 
intended to give the police a “ yarn,” 
and, added the witness, ‘‘ Fay gave me 
& look that convinced me he had them 


on the jump.” 

Captain Tunney, head of the Police 
Department Bomb Squad, did not want 
the truth, Scholz said, and he soon found 
out that when he answered truthfully 
Captain Tunney would tell him that he 
was lying. Then, he said, he would give 
the pleasing answer. Indeed, Scholz 
said, despite Fay’s attempt to “ yarn,”’ 
he had intended to tell the truth, but 
even when he told it the police would not 
accept it. So he concluded it was best to 
serve Fay by answering as he thought 
would best serve to bear out the “‘ yarn ”’ 
that Fay was telling. 

There was put into evidence a memo- 
randum book containing an entry made 
June 24 showing a purchase of potash 
salts. .This book also contains what 
Scholz admitted was a sketch showing 
the rudder of a ship, and which he had, 
perhaps, drawn for a reporter to demon- 
strate the Fay method of crippling or de- 
streying munition ships. 

Cross-examination of Fay was the 
feature of the morning session. Fay, 
who was good-natured when being ques- 
tioned by Patrick H. McDortald. counsel 
for Scholz, lost a measure of his self- 
possession under the pounding of ques- 
tions by Assistant United States Attor- 
ney Knox. The witness denied that he 
had ever given any attention to matters 
relating to marine insurance. He took 
offense when Mr. Knox asked him 
whether he ever had any other potas- 
sium of chloride than the lot mentioned 
at the trial. 

“IT had some more, but on the ground 
that it might tend to incriminate me, 
I shall decline to tell where 1 obtained 
it.”” he said. 

“You said your contrivance, if at- 
tached, would have damaged only the 
rudderpost and rudder of a steamship.

CIVILIANS REPORTED 
! TO BE QUITTING METZ 


New French Activity to the West 
—Forts Within Range of 
-Guns of the Allies. 


LONDON, May 4.—Reuter’s Amster- 
dam correspondent telegraphs that in- 
formation. which’ is regarded as_trust- 
worthy has been received there to the 
effect that Metz is being evacuated. by 
the civil population. 


Dispatches this morning. mention 
French activity in the Woevre and the 
reported evacuation of the German Lor- 
raine town of Metz by the. civil popula- 
tion. The line-in the Woevre, which is 
the western side of the German salient, 
whose apex is at St. Mihiel, on the 
Meuse, is twenty-five miles due -west 
from Metz, but south of Metz the French 
outposts: reach within eleven miles of 
the Lorraine city. Eastward from the 
Woevre line there stretches a plain for 
twenty miles until it comes to the water- 
shed of the Moselle, in: the valley of 
which. Metz.is situated. 

The French operations and the evacu- 
tion. of Metz by the civil population, 
taken in connection with the known fact 
that eVery fort of Metz has been covered 
for a year by French guns in masked 
redoubts near Port-A-Mousson, may or 
may not lend significance to this morn- 
ing’s news. 

From a sentimental point of view Metz 
is quite as significant to the French a: 
Verdun has been to the Germans. It 
has never succumbed to force of arms, 
and its surrender in 1870 was merely due 
to the defeat of the French field armies 
at Colombey-Nouilly, Mars-la-Tour, and 
Gravelotte. 

Its fortifications have been developed 
along the same lines as those of Verdun, 
with this difference, however: After the 
fall of Liége, Antwerp, and Lille the 

mch removed their guns from the 
forts of Verdun, but the Germans have 
not done the same in regard to the forts 
of Metz. They do not believe that the 
French have any guns able to destroy 
them at high-angle fire—and steel cupo- 
las and concrete casemates are only 
vulnerable to high-angle fire.

the lot of the men who, day after day, 
go down into the inferno of the cata- 
clysm. 

These’ publications Berar to spring up 
ta the early days of the war: Even on 
the “dash for Paris’ German. soldiers 
found time to commandeer newspaper 
or job offices, and turn out regimental 
publications, One can imagine what 
they must have been—German text in 
roman type—but they did well enough 
as a makeshift.

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The Ehrichs were called upon to prove 
their alleged signatures as witnesses to 


‘the will, which was offered for probate. 


Mr. Ehrich was first called to the stand 
while his wife was detained outside the 
courtroom. When shown the will with 
his alleged signature at the end, he de- 
nied the signature. He denied also the 
authenticity of his wife’s signature. He 
admitted that the signatures looked au- 
thentic, however, but said he had signed 
not the typewritten will which was 
shown to him but a script will which he 
himself had drawn up for the decedent. 

When shown the written memorandum 
of a will he said that it was the one 
which he had’signed, but when permitted 
to examine the paper he saw that there 
was no signature at the end, not even 
that of the decedent. 

When shown the typewritten will again 
he still denied signing it, but insisted 
that the paper he signed did not have 
any typewriting on it. To prove the 
signature Surrogate Cohalan had Mr. 
Ehrich sign his name on a slip of paper 
both with a stub pen and a sharp pen 
and the signatures on the will appeared 
to be similar to those written in court. 
To ‘discover if the witness had signed 
the paper on which the will was written 
before the typewriting was done _ the 
Surrogate examined the paper with a 
magnifying glass and found! that the 
signature ha n made over the type- 
writing. Mrs. Ehrich was then examined 
and testified substantially as her hus- 
band had. Then Surrogate Cohalan said: 

“This is a case for the District At- 
torney. I believe both of these persons 
to be perjurers. I cannot do otherwise 
than refer them to the District Attor- 
ney’s office. Perhaps their case will 
serve as an example for others who may 
feel inclined to give false testimony in 
this court.” 

No motive could be traced for denying 
the typewritten will, for the bequests 
in the written memorandum and in the 
will presented for probate were practi- 
cally identical. In each will the widow, 
Nella Harris, had been cut off with $5. 
She had not lived with her husband for 
some time previous to his death, and 
most of his estate had been bequeathed 
to his brothers, nieces, and grandnieces. 

John V. Sheridan, as special guardian 
of the grandnieces, was contesting the 
will. He explained that the beneficia- 
ries were anxious to share the estate 
with the widow, even though she had 
been cut off by her husband, and were 
trying to prove that the decedent had 
not been of sound mind when the will 
was made. 

When Assistant District Attorney 
Bohan arrived Surrogate Cohalan in- 
vited him to sit with him on the bench, 
and again Mr. and Mrs. Ehrich were 
asked if they wished to correct their 
testimony. The stenographer read over 
what each had said, but in no respect 
aid they wish to amend it. They were 
then committed in $1,000, and taken 
to the Tombs. 


POSTMASTER UNDER ARREST 


Long Island Official Accused of Mis- 
appropriating Funds. 


Anthony Kirchner, since 1897 Postmas- 
ter in the Village of Wyandanch, L. L., 
was arraigned before Judge Veeder in 
the United States District Court in 
Brooklyn yesterday afternoon on an in- 
dictment*charging him with the misap- 
propriation of $1,360.34 of money order 
funds.

The aviators left the ground shortly 
after 3 o'clock with the intention of 
trying out a new system of controls.

When 
about 200 feet above the landing place 
Blakely broke its flight, intending to 
come down, but turned too suddenly 
and the machine turned completely over 
and dropped. The biplane, which had 
been heavily constructed for the hard- 
ships of military operations, crashed 
down with considerable force, pinning 
the men beneath it. 

Peter C. Millman and a passenger were 
high in the air at the time, but imme- 
diately made a sharp swoop downward. 
Millman alighted and ran to the wrecked 
biplane. The wreckage was too heavy 
for one man, however, and he: sum- 
moned assistance from the sheds. To- 
gether with eight men, he lifted the ma- 
chine and Thompson and Blakely were 
extricated. oth were unconscious and 
for a time it was thought that Thomp- 
son had been killed.

‘Landing of Peter Minuet and the 
Dutch Celebrated by Children. 


The 290th anniversary of the landing 
of the first Dutch on Manhattan Island,

Henry Dwight Chapin explained the 
work of the Gree pegwell Society, of which 
Mrs. Henry A exander is ‘resid ent. 

The well Society was organized 
about fourteen _xenre ago, and has 
neither offices r hengauasteee but 
devotes its éners es solely to finding 
homes for abandoned children. The so- 
ciety started its. work in Morristown, 
N. J., where abandoned babies were 
taken to homes where families would 
take care of them with littie expense to 
the society. Within ten years chil- 
dren have been cared for in this way, 
with so much success that the society 
feels that the time has come to extend 
ts work to new fields. Dr. Chapin add- 
ed that the mortality was much lower 
than when children were left with in- 
stitutions. ‘‘ The mortality in institu- 
tions,’’ he said, ‘‘is anywhere from 30 
to 50 Psa cent., whereas in the Speed- 
well ociety it rarely rises above 18 
per cent.”

ADMIRAL FISKE AND MR. DANIELS 
The. controversy ‘which has arisen 
between Secretary DANIELS‘and Rear 
Admiral Fiske is serious and cannot 
be dismissed with a few words in the 
Senate and a few more in thé news- 
papers. The Senaté, at the request 


j of Mr. LopDGE, asked tor a letter writ- 


ten by Admiral Fiske ‘to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy in November, 1914, 
setting forth the defects in our sea 
defenses and suggesting a way to 
remove them. In hig capatity as Aid 
for Operations it was the duty of 
Admiral Fiske to inform the civil 
head of the Navy Department of con- 
ditions qxisting in the establishment 
and to proffer advice to that, official. 
The letter asked for by the Senate 
was not on file in the Navy Depart- 
ment, although it had been duly filed 
under the eye of the Admiral. A 
copy was obtained from: its writer 
and the copy was forwarded: to the 
Senate, with an explanation’ from the 
Secretary that he had never seen the 
original. Admiral Fiske says, with- 
cut cirewmlocution, that he showed 
the letter to. Mr. DaNIELs, who read 
it carefully. The Admiral says that 
he also showed it to the Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy, who praised 
it and said he would keep it. 

Mr. TrLLMan, Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Naval Affairs, pro- 
fesses to believe there is nothing in 
Admiral Fiske’s latest statement ex- 
cept “malice and wounded vanity.” 
But Mr. TrLuMAN is mistaken. The 
Admiral’s statement, which is ac- 
companied by an urgent plea for an 
investigation, contains a direct charge 
of unveracity against the head of the 
Navy Department. Mr. TILLMAN and 
Mr. DANIELS, by implication, accuse 
Admiral Fiske of falsehood. Nobody 
will believe that the Admiral has told 
an untruth, that he has stated more or 
less than the exact facts about the let-~- 
ter. Many will believe, however, that

The difficulty of Germany’s\ position 
ia obvious, but she has. forced herself 
into it.

If the Ger- 
man. Government answers “Yes,” it 
will, have trouble at home with a very 
strong von Tirpitz party,. which advo- 
cates submarine warfare in all its sav- 
agéry, with ruthless disregard of the 
rights of neutral nations. If it an- 
swers “No,” it provokes and brings 
about a breach of friendly relations 
with the United States, which would 
be infinitely worse. It might be de- 
cisive, the crowning disaster for Ger- 
many, since it would very Jikely deter- 
mine like action on the part of other 
nations now neutral. 

The Emperor and his advisers have 
stood perplexed and irresolute between 
these beetling cliffs of difficulty. That 
is the most probable explanation of 
the delay in answering our note. They 
have been trying to fashion an answer 
that would seem to us a satisfactory 
measure of compHance, while leaving 
to the von Tirpitz party some shreds 
of hope. that the. use of the submarine 
would not be abandoned.

EXPORT COMBINATIONS. 

The Federal Trade Commission has 
discovered the rule of reason. - It 
thinks it. unreasonable to believe that’ 
Congress intended by the anti-trust 
laws to prevent Americans from co- 
operating in export trade. Such. co- 
operation should be encouraged among 
competitors as wéll as among non- 
competitors, and there is urgent need 
of “ permissive” legislation to remove 
the doubt on the subject. The reason- 
able position of the commission itself 
will go far to remove such a doubt. 
It is an assurance that the commission 
will not apply the reasonable law in 
an unreasonable manner. Combina- 
tions of the sort it describes can pro- 
ceed without fear that competitors will 
be able to prosecute them before the 
commission for unfair competition. 

If the same could be said of all de- 
partments of Government doubt would 
be removed, and there would be no 
need of “ permissive” legislation. That 
is something of a novelty. Are the 
activities of business to be confined to 
those things enumerated in permissive 
enactments? That is a poor substitute 
for the condition hitherto existent, 
when things were lawful which were 
not forbidden. Under the rule of rea- 
son no reasonable combination for the 
purposes of trade, either domestic or 
foreign, has been punished, or can be 
punished. The only possible doubt 
on the subject arises from the fact 
that many good trusts have been 
prosecuted, under an incurable obtuse- 
ness in the application of the rule of

The petition of the Tax Committee 
shows how the throwing back of the}.

By 
vetoing the sinking funds, one by one, 
wherever the surplus is greater than 
the requirement, the amount of the 
requirement can be saved.

Nobody knows better than the Gov- 
ernor how the Legislature dished and 
sophisticated his budget.

Mr. Marshall’s Experiences. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have just seen in THE TIMES of March 
26 an account of the arrival of the Sussex 
survivors in London. In this it is recorded 
that ‘‘ Edward Marshall was greatly un- 
nerved ’’’; that he hobbled from the train 
on erutches; that he had left his wife in 
New York; that he was 50 years of age; and 
that the crutched and unnerved Marshall had 
stuck to the Sussex because, being crippled, 
he was unable to get into a smal] boat. This 
sad creature further is credited with having 
given an interview to THE TIMES man. 

I did not hobble from the train on crutches, 
for I suffered no injuries except bruises 
from the explosion, save in the inner ears 
as a result of concussion; I was not * un- 
nerved”’ at any time, as I think my fellow- 
passengers will testify—there were no ‘' un- 
nerved ’’ Americans upon the Sussex, I am 
proud to say; I have no wife; I am not 50 
years of age; I not only did not try to get 
into a small boat, but was among the many 
who tried to dissuade those who did; I gave 
no interview to THE TIMBs man, but within 
two hours from the moment of -my arrival 
im. London had written and sent to the cable 
office a four-thousand-word dispatch of my 
own—rather busy work for an ‘“ unnerved’’ 
man on crutches, 50 years of age, with a wife 
in New York, and disappointment at ina- 
bility to commit suicide by getting into a 
Sussex small boat gnawing at his heart.

PRAISES SEMINARY'S. WORK 


Letter + Regiyttg to yehargie of Pitts- 
burgh: Minister Is Made - 
‘Public. 


Members of the New York Presbytery 
yesterday “emphatically dénied” the 
charges against their organization made 
public by the Rev. Dr, Maitland Alex- 
ander of Pittsburgh, 

«One of the mast emphatic. defenders 
{was the Rev, Dr. William Pierson Mer- 
rill, pastor of the Brick Présbyterian 
Church, at Fifth Avenue and Thirty- 
seventh Street, a Director of the Union 
Theological Seminary and a leader wide- 
ly known both in the East and West. A 
letter from him also appears.in the cur- 
rent number of The Continent, one of 
the principal organs of the Presbyterian 
Church, copies of which reached this 
city yesterday. 

“The charges to which Dr. Alexander 
gives currency,” said Dr. Merrill, ‘are 
‘indeed hard to answer, because, he does 
not. make them himself, but attributes 
|}them to other persons as reports. I 
lhave no doubt that he has heard all 
that .he prints in The Presbyterian, 
which was also reproduced in. THE NEw 
YORK Times of yesterday. It is abso- 
lutely. untrue, as he says he has. heard, 
that the Presbytery of New York is 
controlled. by any clique. 

‘The vote for the licensing of the three 
candidates from the Union Theological 
Seminary was 64 to 3. The New York 
Presbytery is practically a unit in its 
views. The Licenture Committee which 
recommended that these young men. be 
admitted to the ministry was composed 
of men who were far from radicals, the 
majority of them being classed as con- 
servatives. a 

‘It is true that the Union Theological 
Seminary has the support of men of 
wealth and social standing,.as Dr. Alex- 
ander says, yet it is not being used py 
any one as a means of dominating the 
Presbyterian Church in this part of the 
country. 

** Last year the Fifth Avenue Presby- 
terian Church gave the largest sum, 
$50,000, which ever has been given by 
any Presbyterian Church to, the cause 
of foreign missions. There are other in- 
stances which I might mention. The 
Presbytery of New York is loyal to the 
Presbyterian faith and loyal to all its 
interests.’ 

The letter from Dr. Merrill in The 
Continent was much discussed yesterda 
because it appears when the periodical, 
although issued in a territory where the 
conservatives are strong, openly defends 
the New York Presbytery. Dr. Merrill 
adopts a figurative method of stating 
his point. He represents a Presbytery 
considering whether or not it shall li- 
cense four candidates designated .as 
John Mark, Simon Peter, aul, and 
John. As the candidates do not, how- 
ever, affirm their belief in the virgin 
birth one of the members of the Pres- 
bytery objects to their being licensed.

+ The Executive Committee of the La- 
fayette Fund -gave an cxhibition at the 
Ritz-Carlton last night of moving pict- 
ures of the packing, transportation, and 
distribution at the front of. the Lafay- 
ette comfort kits-and recent scenes on 
the .battlefields of Europe.

FEAR ECONOMIC WAR. 
Germans Believe Allies Are. Plan- 


‘ning to Control German Trade. 


Prospects of an economic war with 
the Quadruple Entente after the present 
armed confict is over, as portended by 
the frequent councils being held by lead- 
ing statesmen and business men of the 
allied nations, at which this subjéct is 
supposed to bé discussed, have aroused 
considerable mixed comment in the Ger- 
man press. Although most of the im- 
portant newspapers recognize the seri- 
ousness of the outlook, and, like the in- 
spired writer in the Cologne Gazette of 
March 5, who answered Bonar Law’s 
threat contained in the British. states- 
man’s interview printed in THs Nsw 
York Times of Feb. 20, declare that the 
ehemy will find Germany just as well 
prepared on the industrial as the mili- 
tary field, there are others who profess 
to regard the question as of little ac- 
count at preseni. Among these is the 
Frankfurter Zeitung, which says: 

‘‘In Germany many people are con- 
sidering what arrangements can best be 
made to prepare for our future economic 
and general commercial relations with 
our present allies: There is an object 
and good: sense in doing so if the result 
be borne in mind, for the time is bound 
to come when this will be a practical 
question.. We think,. however, that it 
would be to misunderstand our present 
tasks, and the grave concerns of the day 
that is passing over us, if our statesmen 
and politicians were’ now to trouble their 
heads about our future commercial re- 
lations with our four great enemies. The 
opportunity for that has not yet arrived. 
Our first aim here should. be to conquer, 
and the prospects of our future cOMmer- 
cial relations will be largely determined 
by the time, the manner, and the ex- 
tent of the victory. For this reason it 
would only. be playing into the hands of 
our enemies—indeed, one might go so 
far as to say that it would be treason- 
able—if- we were at the juncture to de- 
vote our attention to the problem of our 
future trade relations with the countries 
which we are fighting. People who are 
so convinced of victory in the midst of 
a war, as our opponents profess to be, do 
not threaten their adversaries with the 
future in this way.’ 

Count Reventlow, however, who voices 
the opinion of a large and powerful 
section of the Conservative and agra- 
rian interests, takes a serious view of 
the matter. .In a lengthy article in, the 
Deutsche Tageszeitung he says that 
Great Britain is no doubt planning to 
capture the entire market of the Con- 
tinent after the war has brought ex- 
haustion to her enemies, and allies alike, 
and continues:’ 

‘“‘It is therefore all the more éssen- 
tial for England’s purpose to. strike at 
Germany’s:.very spine. Hence it fol- 
lows that the economic side of. this 
present war is closely related to the 
military and political aspects of it, 
more. so than at any previous period. 
After this war a State that cannot make 
sure of its economic future by its own 
unaided strength will practically be 
condemned to extinction. Laden with 
a huge burden of debt, with keener con- 
ditions of life, and with the necessity 
of providing for their military security, 
the countries concerned will not be able 
to export too great a quantity of com- 
modities. It is therefore all the more 
necessary for Germany, too, to make 
certain that she shall secure the most 
stringent guarantees for the free exer- 
cise of every sphere o. her economic 
life.”* 


TEUTON MENACE IN TURKEY. 


Geographer Declares German Proj- 
ect for Land Imperils Britain. 


How. German designs in Turkey men- 
ace English interests is pointed out in 
an article by Leon Dominian of the 
American Geographical Society, pub- 
lished in the current number of the Geo- 
graphical Review under the title ‘‘ Eu- 
rope. at Turkey’s Door.”’ On this sub- 
ject Mr. Dominian says: 

‘“‘The rise of modern German ascen- 
dency in Turkey has constituted the 
gravest menace to the British project of 
uniting Egypt to India. by a broad band 
of British territory. German diplomacy 
has exerted its best efforts during the 
past generation im the attempt to defeat 
this design. In overcrowded Germany 
the need of land colonization is felt as 
keenly as the necessity of providing new 
markets for the country’s best indus- 
tries. Germany does not contain within 
its frontier an agricultural area of suf- 
ficient extent for the requirements of 
its fast-growing populations. Against 
this it has been estimated that with 
adequate irrigation Asia Minor can turn 
out 1,000,000 tons of wheat annually, as 
well as at least 200,000 tons of cotton. 
The basis of Teutonic southeasterly ex- 
pansion lies in these’ facts. 

“This rivalry in the West Asian field 
became inevitable from the moment men 
of German speech became conscious of 
the power they had acquired in 1870 by 


banding together in a single State. The 
task of ‘national consolidation once ae- 
complished, thé’ thought of German 
loaders naturally ‘turned -eastward - in 
the direction in. which ‘land extended. 
In 1889 the Deutsche Bank—whose Dj- 
rectors are the real leaders of Ger- 
many’s oversea affaits—received a con- 
cession for a through line ‘from Con- 
stantinople to Konia.. This concession 
has since been modified so0.as to com-

NEWARK, N. J., May 4.—The Federa- 
tion of American Cyclists, which organ- 
ized last December to oppose the Na- 
tional Cycling Association, last night 
passed out of: existence.

No Disintegration Indicated by Fis- 
sures in Concrete. 


PRINCETON, N. J., May 4.—After se- 
curing comprehensive reports from sev- 
eral eminent engineers, the authorities 
of Princeton University have finally 
convinced themselves thatthe cracks 
which appeared in* their new $300,000 
Palmer Memorial Stadium are of no im- 
portance. Some weeks ago visitors at 
the stadium were astonished to. see 
running down the stands fissures which 
appeared to indicate that the structure 
was in imminent danger of falling down. 
The Fuller Construction Company -has- 
tened to report that they were merely 
**expansion cracks,"’ account of which 
had to be taken in building’ such a large 
concrete structure, 

The university authorities ‘to be abso- 
lutely sure summoned several engineers 


from New York and Philadelphia to in- 
spect the stadium. They verified the 
report that there was no structural 
weakness. In addition tests have indi- 
cated that the ‘stands are capable of 
bearing as great a burden as they were 
planned to sustain when built. 

The stadium was built two years ago, 
being formally opened with the Prince- 
ton-Dartmouth football game of 1914. 
The concrete work was built at a cost 
of $300,000,. the gift of Edgar Palmer,

Brings Scheme to Safeguard 
the Waterfront Clubs. 


As @ consequence of the protest of the 
Yachtsman's . Protective Association 
against the plans for the improvement of 
terminal facilities on the Hudson River 
without giving some consideration, to the 
needs of the many yacht and boat clubs 
housed along the river bank, the plans 
have been altered. tentatively at least. 
When the protest of the yacht clubs 
was presented to the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, Cofnmissioner of 
Docks R. A. C. Smith assured the 
yachtsmen ‘that they would be taken 
care of in the completed plans. 

This is to be done by th creation of 


two or more “ yachting: basins ’’ on the 
river front, one extending north from 
145th Street to about 150th Street, and 
the other in the vicinity of Fort Wash- 
ington Point, near 167th Street, where 
the Waverly Boat Club and Knicker- 
rr Canoe Club houses are now situ- 
ated. 

It is suggested that all the yacht clubs 
locate at the lower basin and the boat- 
ing and canoe clubs at the upper basin. 
This plan is proposed as the lower point 
would give splendid anchorage grounds 
for vessels of any draught in forty feet 
of water. Such a grouping, it is claimed, 
would be more convenient for all the 
Jlubs, with the exception of Columbia. 
Permanency of the sites could then be 
guaranteed to the clubs. 

Under the present plans, the principal 
po hg yard of the Central Road will 
take in the site of the Colonial Yacht 
Club, for the new bulkhead line is 325 
feet beyond its float as it is today. So it 
will be forced in any event to find a new 
home, as will the Federal Motor Boat 
Club, now at the foot of 142d Street. 
Both are directly on the line of what 
would be Twelfth Avenue, if that thor- 
oughfare were extended northward. 

In the presentation of their case to 
the Board of Estimate the Hudson 
River clubs showed they had a 
membership of nearly 1,700, and last 
year entertained at their clubhouses ap- 
proximately 60,000 visitors interested in 
yachting, motor boating, and canoe and 
boat racing besides furnishing sport 
for uncounted thousands who wit- 
nessed the racing from the lawns of 
Riverside Park and the stretches of via- 
duct and river bank further north. These 
clubs have invested $176,275 in their club- 
houses and equipment, while their mem- 
bership owns régistered yachts to the 
number of 847 and of an approximate 
value of $5,572,000, besides rnishing 
anchorage sites for yachts worth as much 
more which are transient visitors to the 
waters of the Hudson.

Reaction in Stocks Continues— 
_ Diplomatic Situation Still 
4 the Dominant Factor. 


Traders were still confronted yester- 
Gay with the fact that they were with- 
out information regarding the contents 
of. the German reply to our note and 
they did the obviously natural thing 
under the circumstances; namely, ‘ad- 
hered to a cautious attitude., The re- 
ceipt of the German reply from Wash- 
ington was being ‘looked forward to 
some time today or tomorrow, and only 
the junexpected could prolong much 
longer the period of waiting for the de- 
cision of the German Government. 
There was ‘no longer time for entering 
into any extensive market operations 
with a view to-tlosing them before the 
receipt of theGerman reply, and so the 
market was in large part relegated -to 
the process of clearing up commitments 
previously entered into. , 
The net result of the day’s sessio 
was another moderate fall in prices, 
making’ the third day of reaction since 
the culmination of the recovery. which 
Was based on the assumption of a fa- 
vprable reply from Germany. This one 
matter was necessarily uppermost ‘'n 
the minds of thé financial community, 
but in the later trading its effect 
heightened by some heed being pala 
to a rumor that early peace in Europe 
was likely. The. specifications in the 
report were unconvincing, however, -and 
its effect could hardly have been very 
great. As a matter of fact the decline

The chance of surprise is so 
much greater under these circumstances 
than it would be' if the world had been 
@iven explicit intimations regarding the 
contents of the note. It is true that 
there have been suggestions as to what 
the note may contain, but none of these 
have by popular consent been accepted as 
a sufficiently sure guide. It must, of 
course, be recognized in connection with 
the decline in prices that what is said 
concerning the possible market effect of 
an unsatisfactory reply by Germany has

ESTABLISHES A PRECEDENT 


New.’ York Central scale and 
President Perham .of Union 
Urges Similar Action. 


The decisive and unprecedented 
action of G. Wallace W. Hanger, 
Assistant Commissioner of the United ' 
States’ Board of Mediation and .Con- 
eiliation, yesterday prevented an imme- 
diate strike by 5,000 telegraphers and 
signalmen employed on the New York 
‘Central and Nickel Plate lines. Shortly 
after: noon yesterday. negotiations be- 
tween the New York Central and H, B. 
Perham, President of .the Order of 
Railroad ,Telegraphers, had failed, and 
Mr. Perham. had made all preparations 
for instructing .the telegraphers and 
signalmen to walk out at\midnight last 
night. Then Mr. Hanger addressed 
gemmunications to President Smith of 
the New. York Central, to W. H. Can- 
niff, President of the Nickel Plate, who 
is in Cleveland, and to Mr. Perham 
offering in the name of the Govern- 
ment to mediate between the opposing 
parties. 


Mr. Hanger, that any representative of 
the Board of Mediation and Concilia- 
tion ever volunteered his services. In 
all past cases where the board has taken 
action that action has been sought by 
one or both. of the parties to the dis- 
pute. When Mr. Hanger saw, how- 
ever, that none of the 
present dispute was -inclined to seek 
médiation, he volunteered his. srvices, 
as he is authorized by law to do. 

P. EB. Crowley, Assistant Vice Presi- 
dent of the New York Central, said 
last night that the railroad ‘would 
accept ‘the offer of mediation. This 


by A. T. Hardin, Vice President of the 
road, who said: 

* Concerning the negotiations pending 
with the telegraph operators there are 
no developments.

Offer Submitted to Union Committees 


Mr. Perham was seen at the Hotel 
Continental after receiving the offer of 
mediation, and said: 

*“*I have communicated Mr. Hanger’s 
offer to the union committees in Cleve- 
land, and cannot say anything about 
whether the offer will be accepted until 
I hear from these committees, whose 
gp gen I would consider binding. 
I will howéver, that in my per- 
sonal onhalen the offer should be ac- 
cepted, and, if need be, I will urge the 
ynatter strongly with my associates. It 
does not seem-to me that either the 
union or the railroads should reject a 
friendly offer made in the name of the 
United States Government. I should cer- 
tainly regret Such an action.

Mr. Hangér, when s¢en in his room 
at the Hotel Manhattan, yesterday said:

I tmmediately nétified the New York 
Central and Nickel Plate Railroads and 
Mr. Perham that, I would be in New 
York by Wednesday evening. The 
board was anxious to prevent the strike 
if possible, for it is certain that, no 
matter what the railroad* might do, a 
strike of 5.000 telegraphers and signal- 
men would cause serious public incon- 
venience. 

“I arrived here last night and this 
morning met Mr. Perham and Mr. 
Crowley. After conference with them 
it became apparent to me that neither 
wonld. ask for Government mediation. 
After they had gone, therefore, I de- 
termined to offer mediation and have 
done so. Although I have no assur- 
ances from either side, I- hope and be- 
lieve that my offer will. be accepted.” 


Advice of Mediator Not Binding. 


Mr. Hanger said that, having offered 
mediation, if this effort at peace failed, 
he would be required by law to offer 
arbitration,“which, if accepted by the 
parties to the dispute, would make 
binding upon them any decision a board 
of arbitration, after hearing evidence 
and: arguments, might make. No party 
is. required es law to accept either me- 
diation or arbitration and the advice of 
a mediator igs not hinding;* but, once an 
employer or a labor union agrees to ar- 
bitration, the decision: of the arbitrators 
is compulsory. 

In order not to be unprepared in the 
event of a strike, the New York Central 
continued yesterday to engage strike- 
breakers and_ distribute them along its 
lines. Reports that union telegraphers 
working in the Rochester Division were 
being. locked out by the railroad could 
not be verified, although Mr. .Perham 
said he had received such reports on 
good authority. 

One of the chief causes of trouble be- 
tween the railroads and the union men 
is ‘the demand of the Telegraphers’ 
Union that’ the Signalmen’s Union be 
recognized and considered with it. When 
inguiry was made as to why the teleg- 
raphers should take up the cause of the 
signalmen, Mr. Perham frankly admit- 
ted that the wiepe tower maintainers, 
who-are in the Signalmen’s Union, were 
the only men employed on a railroad 
who could take the place of striking 
telegraphers. If the telegraphers ever
